He apoke as follows : 

An aetor who visited Nebraska recent- 
ly noon learning from a Hepntilii-an 
that lonli.Ienw hail lieiMi restored, re- 
marked that he had examined Web- 
ster's dictionary to learn what "confi- 
dence'' meant, and found colilidetice de- 
lined as "trust." and then he under- 
stood that confidence had been really 
restored. 

More trusts have been formed dur- 
ing the last two years thnu existeJ at 
the beginning of the present a (ministra- 
tion, ntld the nominal capita Izatiou of 
the trustfl now in existence approachi'-. 
II it does not equal in amount. Ihe 
world's total supply of gold and silver. 
The influence of iliise trusts IfaV. become 
so enormous that the people, without 
res|iect to party, an- asking themselves 
how the evil can be remedied. 

The purpose of the trusts is tocontrol 
the product of some article of merchan- 
dise, and the methods employed are, 
first the union of all individual facto- 
ries tinner one management or in one 
corporation, and second, the crushing 
• nit of in-* rivals. A monopoly, when 
once complete, not only dictates to those 
who buy the product, hut it also dic- 
tates to ihooe who bjbU the raw material 
and to those who furnish the lnlsjr. If 
trusts lie permitted to continue we 
shall find an industrial aristocracy 
grow inir up in the United States w lin li 
will prove as destructive of our ideals 
as a landed aristocracy would. 

The principle of monopoly is incom- 
patible with our Constitution. Man's 
necessities compel him to bOOMM ;> 
purchaeer, and w in re there i.- but one 
seller the purchaser is complete at the 
lllercy of the Keller. Where there is 
competition between produeer.s.the pur- 
chaser is sure lo ohiaiu what he wants 
at a reasonable price. When competi- 
tion is eliminated, ihe price is control- 
led, not by reason, hut by the greed of 
the one who possesses the mouopoh . 

It has been said that the power to tax 
is a power to destroy. A monopoly pos 
session the |>o«er to tax and levy such 
assessments as it will upon the purchas- 
er, and we can no more alford to per- 
mit such a power lo be exercised by pri- 
vate individuals than we could atlord 
to authorize a private iudividtiul to Use 
the machinery of taxation in order to 
enrich himself at the expense of his 
fellows. 

The Uoverumetit would lie ipuilly of 
gross neglect if it permitted an individ- 
ual to secures inonoi oly, even without 
legislative assistance, but it is still more 
culpable if legislative act it furnishes 
the means by which a monopoly is se- 
cured. The cor|R>ration is the means 
now employed bv those who seek tos"- 
cure a monopoly, since the corpora- 
lion is a fictitious person, create.! by 
law.the power that creates can regulate, 
restrain or annihilate. To say that the 
Government is impotent to prevent 
the organizations of trusts is to sav 
that it has called into existence a fictit- 
ious person, and that the fictitious per- 
son created has Income greater than 
the creator. 

One of the ditliculties which has been 
encountered In op|»osiii^ trusts is that 
the trust bides behind the Federal Con- 
stitution when mucked by State legisla- 
tion and shields itself behind its State 
chatter when altacked in the Federal 
courts. No remedy will be complete 
that is not co-extensive w ith the Fed- 
eral Government, if the extinguish- 
ment of trusts is lift to State legislation 
the public at large will be victimized as 
long as a single State will furnish a roh- 



bers' roost where the spoils collected 
in other States can be divided. 

Just now people are startled by the 
principle of monopoly as it manifests it- 
self in the industrial trust.aud well may 
they be startled. The principle, how- 
ever, is the same as that which ujani- 
fests itself in the effort of the natWhnl 
bankers to secure a monopoly of the 
iRsue of paper money. 

The greenback is the rival of the 
bank-note,and its presence is a constant 
menace to the banks of issue. Some, 
who recognize the evils that flow from a 
soap trust, seem indilfereut to the dan- 
gers that attend the formation of a pa- 
per money trust. 

The principle of monopoly not only 
lies at the foundation of the attempt to 
distroy the greenbacks, but it is the 
controlling principle that underlies tlx 
crti sade against silver as a standard 
money. Between IS'dl and 18(10, when 
the production of gold was incressing 
and the produetiun of silver was small, 
three nations demonetized gold and gave 
to silver a ■OMpctjr of mint privileges 
F:arly in the seventies the financiers ba> 
eaune aJautned at the increase in tin 
production ol silver, and conspired V 
destroy silver as a standard money ami 
give a monopoly to gold, the production 
of which at that time was stationary 
The standard money trust is not onlj 
the parent trust, but it is in the hands 
of foreigners. 

The Repubiicati party is impotent to 
destroy the trusts. It is controlled by 
those who are interested iu trusts and 
its camjiaigii funds aud sinews of wai 
are supplied by trusts. The policies foi 
w hich it now stands disregard the inter- 
ests of the producers of wealth and give 
to in mey a consideration which is de- 
nied to the individual- Abraham Lin- 
coln, in the very beginning of his presi- 
dential career, warned the country 
against the threatened attempt to put 
capital above labor jaj the structure of 
the 1 oivernmer.t. Modern Republican- 
ism is fulfilling the prophecy made by 
I.ineolu; it is putting the dollar above 
the man. 

The Democratic party is opposed to 
the principle of mouopoly wheiever it 
manifest itself. It has declared war on 
the trusts. Not a little trust only, but 
a big trust as well. Not against one 
kiud of trust ouly, but against all 
trusts. 

Mr. Bryan, although he devoted the 
greater part of his address to thetrnste, 
touched briefly uikju thesilver ipistion, 
declaring that it was an issue that must 
be met. The Republicans, lieing pledg- 
ed to the Bold standard, he said, were 
opposed to silver because, it lie ant the 
giving up of the standard which they 
had adopted. 

He then returned to the attack of the 
trusts, w hich he accused of lack of go.nl 
faith toward the people. "A rich man," 
he declared, " who pays his taxes is as 
much of a patriot as any man who 
swims a river or who climbed up San 
Juan Hill."

Milch the larger 
per cent of lliose losses is chargeable to 
iiiihtnun»geinent, As nu illustration of 
Ibo degree ol care lequired to save a 
lot of pigs, a farmer puts it iu this way: 
"Ha herd of twenty is in band with 
betl and shelter, without alicution at 
f.irrnwing lime, I expect lo save 100 
pigs, il given attention 1'Jtl pigs, if the 
b-»t of care 140 at weaning lime."— 
Shelby News.

Borea College -lis Intent to Present Status. 

Bekra, Ky., June 3, 1899. 

It is a well known fact that Berea 
College was founded not for thepurpoBc 
of adding another institution iu which 
should be taught the languages and 
higher mathematics, but one in which 
should be rttfirritillu lavrfht Ihr fiiwhimen- 
tai jirineiiMh <i/ "far. to (!ml and lore to 
liiim"— love in religion and justice in 
government. 

This utterance was iu the days of 
slavery, l>efore the civil war; for definite- 
t.ess and s|iecilic application the found- 
ers appended a by-law, now part and 
parcel of Ihe constitution, in the fol- 
lowing woo!-: This institution shall 
be under an influence, strictly Christian 
— opposed to slave holding caste ami 
every known wrong or institution. 

There was an effort to leave out of 
the constitution, as being now amend- 
ed the original words, "slave holdiug 
and caste 

This was resisted on the ground that 
the words show what was the pro- 
nounced utterance of Ihe original as 
founders and the sentiments which the 
college ought now to letain, iu a pro- 
nounced manner. 

The founders saw then as now that 
the spirit antl practice of caste was 
withering to the noble aspirations ol 
every youug man or woman, who by 
merit sought an honorable position iu 
civil society. They saw thst this pro- 
sciiption when inflicted, because of the 
simple incident of color, in which there 
is no crime, was unjust, cruel, unchris- 
tian, yea, baibarious. They saw also 
that Christian Colleges, lietause of their 
chartered privileges and associated tal- 
eut have a moulding influence ujion 
the notions and customs of society. 
They therefore decided that whatever 
power or influence BereaCollege might 
attain to, it should be against this 
spirit and practice of caste; and also 
helpful as far as possible to every young 
man ami woman of merit. 

In harmony with this purpose, early 
iu the history of the institution and 
under the administration of Rev. K. II. 
F'airc hihl, a young colored man, was 
elected from among the early graduates 
to the position ot tutor, with the assur- 
ance that ailcrducadvaucement be would 
be promoted to the position of Profes- 
sor. He turned aside to another object. 
Soon the Trustees said, that as soon as 
a suitable colored teaoaer should be 
found he should be placed as a mem- 
ber of ihe faculty. 1-ast year, having 
favorable commendations concerning 
Professor Talley, several of ua urged 
his appointment, to a vacant chair, 
which he is eminently prepared to 
fill. The matter was refered to a com- 
mittee on supplies— there it rested. 

This year 1 obtained from President 
of Fisk Cni vertity. a high commenda- 
tion of Professor Tally, as a scholar, 
postgraduate, christian. President Frost 
obtained alike biglicommeiidation and 
M tillable man. 1 urged that Prof. 
Tally be appointed to hit the vacant 
chair. One member of the Board com- 
mended the appointment of such a 
man. He added, there may be the con- 
sideration of finance. 

I added, t he manifest courage to carry 
oui what is confessedly right and wise 
will be thousands to the Treasury of 
Berea College. Men, now as in time 
past, will give when they have evi- 
dence that stewards will be faithful. 

This has been seen in the case of the 
benevolent men and women, who in 
years past gave their thousands lor the 
ereetion of the valuable buddings iu 
which rtudeiits are in lierca now shelt- 
ered.

One of the Kfavest facts relating to 
the harmfulness of cigarette smoking 
to excess is one that has lately come to 
light. In two distinct cases, recently 
related, with initials and dates, by I>r. 
Forbes Winslow, it was necessary to 
apply leeches to persistent cigarette 
smokers. To the 110 small surprise of 
the doctors respectively in attendance, 
both the leeches — they are creatures of 
verv strong vitality— presently re- 
leased their hold and were observed to 
drop dead. So notable was this fact 
that the experiment was tried of ap- 
plying leeches to other patients who 
were then under treatment for exces- 
sive cigarette smoking, ami in every 
case the leeches died almost immediate- 
ly. Distinct traces of the dangerous 
empyreumatlc oil that is given oil by 
tobacco under certaii, conditions were 
found in the leeches. The same experi- 
ment was tried with excessive pipe 
smokers, with no apparent injury to 
the leeches.
